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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1/30/2004 has been 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "rigidly mounted to said rear end" is not clear, 
what being rigidly mounted to said rear end. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "said rear wheel for rotation about a rear wheel 
axis of rotation substantially orthogonal to said swing arms" is not clear, whether the 
rear wheel or a rear wheel axis of rotation orthogonal to the swing arms. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-1 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not teach the in-line wheel, all-terrain skateboard as recited 
in claim 1 , which includes a front wheel axis of rotation orthogonal to and offset 
forwardly from a front fork axis of rotation. The front fork axis of rotation inclined at an 
inclination angle rearwardly from the front wheel. The in-line wheel, all-terrain 
skateboard also includes a resilient turning-resistance means for resilient resisting the 
rotation of the least front fork about the front fork axis of rotation. The turning-resistance 
means mounted in cooperation between the at least one front fork and a forward 
member of a frame. The in-line wheel, all-terrain skateboard also includes a pair of 
swing arms pivotally mounted at first ends thereof to a rear end above a pair of rigid 
struts so as to extend rearwardly from a forward member. The in-line wheel, all-terrain 
skateboard also includes a rear wheel rotatably mounted to an opposite second end of 
the pair of swing arms. The rear wheel rotates about a rear wheel axis, which is 
orthogonal to the swing arms. The in-line wheel, all-terrain skateboard further includes 
rigid fore and aft foot platforms mounted between the front and rear wheels and 
rearwardly of the pair of rigid struts. The fore and aft platforms mounted below the front 
wheel axis of rotation and the rear wheel axis of rotation. This recitation, in combination 
with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over the prior art. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ebb discloses a skate, Baker discloses a skate mobile, Vaverek 
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discloses a scooter, Barachet discloses a skateboard having two wheels in tandem, 
Taylor discloses a wheeled vehicle.
